Ottawa, Feb. 2.'!. — In the senate to- 
day Senator Mucdonald called attention 
lo the unsettled question of the remov- 
al of the Songhees Indians from the re- 
serve and pressed for the early settle- 
ment of a mailer so important in the in- 
terests of morality. By means of kind- 
ness and a little money he believed the 
removal could be effected. A reserve of 
2uo ,,r 300 acres would suffice, and it 
would he necessary to provide that the 
Indians should ibe owners. He hoped 
tbo government would press the /natter 
forward. 

Senator Tenipleman said the govern- 
ment could not accede to the idea of ap- 
pointing a coinmitssioii of three lo select 
a site. He admitted that the existing 
condition of affairs was a crying evil in 
Victoria. Senator iMacdonald appeared 
to think all that was necessary was to 
call attention to the anattcr and the gov- 
ernment would remove the Indians 
•peaceably, possibly by force if necessary. 
Four .great interests had to be consider- 
ed: The ifederal government, British Co- 
lumbia government, the city of "Victoria 
and the Indians.

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EIGHTY-THREE BODIES FOUND. 

More Victims of Mine Explosion in 
Alabama Brought to Surface 

Birmingham, Ala.. Feb. 23.— Eighty- 
three bodies of victims of Mondays ex- 
plosion have been taken from the Vir- 
ginia mine. Seven more are In sight, 
and after they are removed active res- 
cue work will cease and the work of 
pumping out the water In the flooded 
portion of the mine will begin. It has 
been found impossible to recover the 
bodies of the - men In the Hooded part 
of the mine until the water Is removed. 
Acting Governor Cunningham has or- 
dered a, rigid Investigation into the 
cause of the disaster. 

Rater: Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 23. — 
Ninety-two bodies have been recovered 
from the Virginia mines thus fur, and 
the rescue work is continuing tonight. 
Hundreds of pounds of disinfectants 
have been used to make further work 
possible. Fifty-five funerals of victims 
of the disaster were held in the suburbs 
of Birmingham today. Ii is estimated 
that there are at least twenty-live bott- 
les to be taken out.

CONDEMNS STANDARD OIL. 

Nebraska Legislature Passes Resolution 
Directed at Monopoly. 

Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 23.— The .ower 
house of the legislature today adopted a 
resolution condemninK the Standard 
Oil Company, but eliminated a clause 
that referred to John D. Rockefeller's 
gift to the University of Nebraska. The 
resolution endorses the position of 
President Roosevelt as to Investigation 
of oil Interests. 



ARIS, Feb. 23.— The international 
commission appointed to enquire 
into the North Sea Incident prac- 
tically concluded its work tonight 
by finally agreeing to the report, which 
will be published Saturday. Concerning 
the general nature of the report, the 
following statement was made in a 
most authoritative quarter to the Asso- 
ciated Press : •'When the text of the 
decision becomes known it will be far 
more acceptable to the British press 
and public than they have been led ot 
believe. Tim Beml-offlclal summaries 
appearing, while more or less accurate 
tend to strongly show Russian success 
and the decision is not a. pronounced 
victory for either side, it is of such 
a character as to preserve Russia's self- 
respect and at the same time give the 
British public much ground for satis- 
faction. If anything, the decision Is 
rather more favorable to Great Britain 
than to Russia." 

Favorable to Russia, 
On the other hand, the Havas agency 
tonight confirms its semi-official state- 
ment of last night. It says: "The con- 
clusions, as a whole, are quite favor- 
able to Russia, recognizing that Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky could legitimately 
consider himself In danger and act as 
he did. However, the report contains 
reservations calculated to satisfy Brit- 
ish susceptibilities, the most important 
being that the commission estimates 
that the Russian fire lasted too long, 
and also that Rojestvensky should have 
speedily notified the British maritime 
authorities of the deplorable incident. 

"Upon the question of the presence 
of torpedo boats, the commission frees 
all navies from the imputation. 

"The commission rejected a motion 
of Admiral Beaumont (Great Britain), 
blaming the Russian crews. 

"The conclusions are said to be in the 
form of questions whereto the commis- 
sioners state their answers either 
unanimously or as a majority." 
The American Opinion. 
The American officials are strongly 
inclined to accept the view first stated 
that the decision is more favorable to 
Great Britain than to Russia. 

The four foreign admirals gave a ban- 
quet today in honor of the presiding 
officer, Admiral Fournier (France). 

The latter will return the compli- 
ment on Saturday. President Loubet 
will give a luncheon in honor of the 
commission at the Elysee palace Sun- 
day.

THE STRIKE AT LODZ. 

Only Small Factories Now in Opera- 
tion and Railroad Men Are Out. 

Lodz, Feb. 2.'i. — Only the smaller fae- 
ries are working today. At the big 
establishments the workmen resumed 
the strike in consequence of the with- 
drawal of the concessions granted by 
the employers Monday. The railroad 
men struck today and all passenger and 
freight trains are stooped. 



UNCLE SAM'S NAVY. 

Bill Providing for Over Hundred Mil- 
lions Passes Senate. 

Washington. Feb. 23. — The naval ap- 
propriation bill, as agreed upon by the 
Senate committee today, carries $100,- 
33G,S7!>, an Increase ot $122,520 over the 
house bill. The designation of the 
Brooklyn navy yard is changed to New 
York navy yard. For increasing the 
number of petty officers and men of the 
marine corps $305,000 is added. 

The limit of cost ot each of the col- 
ii, rs and scout cruisers authorized by 
tin- last naval appropriation bill Is in- 
creased to $1,450,000 and $2,000,000 re- 
spectively; that tit the sailing training 
vessels authorized by the act of March 
3, 1903, is Increased to $-110,000 each. 



RUSSIAN INVALIDS RETURN. 

Transport Full of Sick Reaches Suez, 
En Route Home. 

Suez, Feb. 23. — The Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer Regnl arrived here today 
from the south, convoy in the trans- 
port Malaya, full of invalids. The Ma- 
laya entered the canal bound north- 
ward. 



BLIZZARD IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Thirty-five Below Zero and Snow Drifts 
Cover Whole Country. 

St. John's, Nfld., Feb. 23.— Another 
blizzard is raging here tonight. The 
thermometer dropped to 35 below zero 
last night and the whole country is un- 
der snow drifts. The eastern coast is 
blockaded by Ice floes, rendering ingress 
or egress from St. John's Impossible. 
The steamer Ingraham, sent to Trinity 
Ray to take passengers and malls from 
an express train snowbound, more than 
a fortnight ago, has been caught in the 
ice. 



INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 

Commission Renders Decision in Caso 
of Charges on California Fruit. 

Washington, D. C Feb. 2.'!.— The In- 
terstate commerce commission, in an 
opinion by Commissioner Clegg, today 
rendered its decision on the California 
orange case, brought hy the Southern 
California Fruit Exchange and the 
Consolidated Fruit Company against 
Ibe Southern Pacific and the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railway system, 
in which It says defendant carriers are 
unlawfully engaged In pooling the traf- 
fic in citrous fruits originating in south- 
ern California and carried by them and 
their connections to Eastern markets, 
and that the defendants, by compelling 
the shippers to pay Icing charges, tiie 
defendant carriers' rate of $1.25 per 
hundred pounds on oranges in car loads 
carried, from southern California to 
points on and east of the Missouri river 
is declared to be unreasonable and un- 
just, and |n (he opinion of the commis- 
sion, it should be reduced fifteen cents 
per hundred pounds, but if the time of 
service to Eastern markets should be 
restored to the old basis, as Indicated 
by eight days to Chicago and twelve 
days to New York, a rate as high as 
$1.15 would perhaps be fair and reason- 
able. 

The rate on lemons is held to he 
reasonable and present charges are 
held lo be not unreasonable for refrig- 
erators. The commissioner concurs In 
the proposed order and recommenda- 
tion, mainly on the ground that the 
$1.25 rate on oranges Is unreasonable 
because the time of service In trans- 
porting these fruits to Eastern markets 
has been greatly lengthened.

unature murderous death of the Grand 
l>uko falls on the 'whole society of Rus- 
sia without distinction. The memory 
of Grand Duke Sergius is that of a great 
martyr and the services he rendered to 
ithe state will live for .all time among the 
Russian people. "The Lord will accord 
everlasting jest to the spirit of this mar- 
tyr. His soul will live, as the blood of 
the ancient martyr." 

The '.Metropolitan's address lasted fif- 
teen minutes, and much of it was taken 
up with a denunciation of the corruption 
of youthful minds by anarchistic per- 
suasion. 

During the service the heat and the 
incense-Onden air became almost unbear- 
able Some of the Grand Ducal mourn- 
ers were obliged to leave the edifice, 
while others drank glasses of water.

Sir Mortimer Durand, the British am- 
bassador, is the close personal friend of 
Lord Lansdowne and, therefore, is In 
close touch with the British foreign of- 
fice'. The ambassador had a long talk 
with Secretary Hay, calling at the state 
department soon after his return from 
Philadelphia, lie placed no confidence 
in the rumors of peace that Japan had 
asked anybody to propose. He said he 
did not believe the rumors and the Lon- 
don government had not cabled him 
concerning tho reports. Baron Stern- 
berg, the German ambassador, has 
heard nothing from his foreign office on 
..lie subject. And neither he nor the 
President in their conversation yester- 
day could find a favorable sign o£ 
peace at this time. This much can be 
stated, on the best authority, that King 
Kdward, Emperor William and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will scrupulously avoid 
interference until It Is certain their ser- 
vices are desired by the belligerents. 

Baron Major Des Planches, the Ital- 
ian ambassador, read with much inter- 
est the Associated Press despatches 
from Berlin telling of the Russian Em- 
peror's decision to continue the war. It 
coincided precisely with the ambassa- 
dor's own information. 

Count Cassini Talks. 

In a long talk with the Associated 
Press today, Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, has had positive in- 
formation from the highest officials in 
St. Petersburg that the war will be 
prosecuted with Increasing vigor. It is 
expected Hurt General Kuropatkln, with 
the opening of the spring campaign, will 
accomplish much, hi view of the rein- 
forcements he lias received. The Em- 
peror litis every confidence in his mili- 
tary ability. 

"The talk of peace can have but one 
object." said Ambassador Cassini today, 
"the assistance of u Japanese loan. It 
is about time for Japan to raise an- 
other loan, and these rumors of peace 
generally begin at such a time. I can 
reiterate, In the light of recent advices 
I have received, hi the most emphatic 
manner that the war in the Far East 
will end when Russia Is victorious, and 
not a moment before. The recent dis- 
turbances in Russia for the while are 
annoying, but cannot in the slightest 
affect the government's foreign policy. 
The war will go on to the end, as I 
have been saying ever since it began. 
The talk of peace Is ridiculous, as will 
be proven by the activity of General 
Kuropatkln when the spring opens in 
earnest." 

Japanese Aro Satisfied. 

Equaly positive statements are made 
at the Japanese legation that Japan, 
while, of course, ready for peace on her 
terms, sees no outlook for a cessation 
of hostilities yet, and Is preparing to 
follow up the victories of last autumn 
with even more decisive battles In the 
spring, now that the fall of Port Arthur 
has released the besieging army there 
and It is available for service In the 
north. 

Sir Cheng, Chinese minister, was an- 
other caller tit the state department, 
but could hear nothing of peace.

Jameson, the smuggler who hi said to 
have run many Chinese and much 
opium from Victoria .and elsewhere In 
British Columbia to Sound ports, had 
a narrow escape on Monday from cap- 
ture by the United States revenue cut- 
ter Grant, which overhauled his sloop 
in llaro Straits, about a mile from the 
Canadian line, which Jameson was 
seeking to recross when the Grant 
steamed across his bows and Intercept- 
ed him. He Is alleged to have had 
much opium on board,, but tossed it 
overboard when the Grunt overtook 
him. 

Monday afternoon the Grant proceed- 
ed under easy steam up Haro Straits, 
in order that she might he well observed 
from the Canadian shore, and entered 
Mosquito Pass, on the American side. 

Capt. Tozler, having reason to believe 
that an attempt was about to be maue 
to smuggle a cargo of opium purposely 
entered Mosquito Pass, In the hope ot 
deceiving those who might be watching 
the cutter, into the belief that she- 
would go through the pass ami continue 
cruising. Instead of continuing, how- 
ever, the Grant anchored m the pass, 
well shielded from observation, and re- 
mained there until 'I o'clock, when she 
got under way and proceeded out, a 
sloop having been sighted rapidly ap- 
proaching from the Canadian side and 
heading for Deception Pass. She had 
been allowed to get within about a mile 
and y. half of the American shore when 
the Grant came out, heading lor her at 
full speed. 

Immediately upon the cutters ap- 
pearance in the straits, the sloop was 
put about, and with a brisk, fair wind 
endeavored to regain British waters. 
The occupant of that craft had, how- 
ever, reckoned without his host, and the 
Grant rapidly overhauled him. 

Every effort was made by the si mp 
owner "to gain his own waters, but 
when It became apparent that he would 
soon be overhauled, those on hoard the 
< Irani sav he suddenly began to consign 
his cargo to the deep. For fully fifteen 
minutes he worked hard, throwing 
overboard quantities of packages, and 
when that was accomplished lie re- 
newed his efforts to get across the line. 

The Grant approaching close, the 
sloop's master was ordered to "heave 
to'; but affecting not to understand, he 
called out, "What do you want? Do 
you want me to come on board?" all 
the while keeping to his course, know- 
ing that in about live minutes he would 
be safely over the line. 

The Grant then ran alongside of him, 
and, crossing his bows, completely 
blocked him and brought his boat in 
contact with the cutter's side, when 
several nimble bluejackets tumbled on 
board and had his sloop fast in a 
moment. The man In the sloop then 
(tilled out to Captain Tozier: "I am 
going home; I don't want n tow." 
Jameson Is Rocognized. 

An officer boarding the sloop at once 
recognized the apparently innocent tlsh- 
erman as Jameson, who with his part- 
ner, Wilkes, now serving a long term 
at McNeil's Island, are alleged. to be two 
of the best known and daring smugglers 
of opium and Chinese on Puget Sound. 
When he found that he was known he 
owned up, but swore that lie had "been 
doing no wrong." 

Ills sloop was searched, bill nothing 
dutiable was found, he having thrown 
overboard every particle of evidence, 
and Captain Tozler was ■fompelled to 
release him, notwithstanding that every 
Officer of the cutter saw the goods 
being thrown overboard by Jameson be- 
fore the ship reached him. 

The law Is such that the goods must 
be found in actual possession of a 
smuggler before he can be held Oil the 
charge of violating the customs laws. 

Customs officers say the prompt work 
of the commander of the Grant prevent- 
ed Jameson from landing probably one 
Of the largest cargoes of contra- 
band that has been brought over since 
the seizure of the Hyaclc and the arrest 



lan who three 
years ago last fall ,\vas chased by the 
revenue cutter Guard and who ran his 
sloop ashore tit L,lp Lip point and es- 
caped by jumping overboard and swim- 
ming ashore, then taking to the bush, 
in this ease the sloop was Seized and 
the four Chinamen found on board were 
deported. 

The following spring Jameson, with 
his partner, Wilkes, were captured to 
the westward of Point Wilson, having 
landed a cargo of Chinamen in Port 
Townsend the night before.

RAILWAY 



Some ini'iMitience is being manifested 
liy diie Opposition with reference to the 
niiUv.iv [K»lioy ot ttic Goveirnaueiit, and 
the lei'der proposes to make the matter 
the su/lyeet of a wain of confidence mo- 
tion upon going into supply. Tho Pre- 
mier made a very satisfactory statement 
•in regard to the matter during the de- 
bate on the Address, and we feel certain 
that when the details are submitted to 
(he, House l hoy will lie round to he gen- 
erally acceptable. it is possible some 
disappointment will exist among those 
who .have formed large expectations; hnt 
railway building is a serious matter, and 
with ouir financial resources already so 
heavily taxed we cannot afford to as- 
sume too great responsibilities even for 
railways, A groat number <>f lines are 
talked of in various parts of the Pro- 
vince, but it would lie quite out of the 
question to build one-quarter of what is 
advocated. Iff a business airrangement 
with existing companies, willing ami 
competent to undertake feasible schemes 
for the construction, say, of 1,000 miles 
of railway, can .be made, the Province 
will have done well and all that can pos- 
sibly bo expected. We hope to .see some- 
thing of that nature accomplished lie- 
fore (lie session closes. 



districts to be benefited. Heretofore the 
cost of education has mainly been paid 
out of general revenue, and the indi- 1 
vidual ratepayer has not felt the bur- 
den as he will In the future, when a 
special rate for the purpose will be 
levied. This measure will undoubtedly 
prove unpopular. It requires a good 
deal of moral courage to go before the 
people with proposals of the kind; but 
it is an absolute necessity. Complaints 
are made about the Increase of taxa- 
tion; but there seems to be no help for 
it. A certain amount of revenue has to 
be raised and there is only one way to 
raise It, and that is by taxation. Even 
If we could continue to borrow money 
as formerly to pay current expendi- 
ture, It would be very poor policy In- 
deed; but we cannot. Something must 
be done to relieve the situation, and 
while, as we have said, the Idea is not 
a popular one, the Government is prac- 
tically forced to place a portion of the 
burden upon the communities directly I 
benefited. In no other Province In Can- 
ada Is the cost of education paid out 
of general revenue. And in making the 
change proposed the Government is 
simply following the example of other 
Governments. It is true that in no 
other Province do similar conditions ex- 
ist. Settlements are more compact and 
populous than In British Columbia, and 
for that reason education can be made 
more easily self-sustaining. Here If 
rural communities had to bear the cost 
of their schools it would mean. In most 
instances, their closing down. While 
that is true, it is also true that some 
proportion of the expense should be 
borne by the districts in which such 
schools tire situated. 

In addition to the School Bill now 
before it, the Legislature has also been 
asked to deal with the situation created 
by the power which trustees have of 
requisitioning the councils for practi- 
cally any sum they may wish to ask 
for school purposes. In Victoria in par- 
ticular lias the situation become acute, 
and the City Council is urging that the 
School Hoard should go directly to the 
people for their authority. There are 
objections to such a course, as in a 
tickle mood the people might refuse 
such authority altogether and schools 
would have to close down. Neverthe- 
less, in view of the increasing cost of 
schools, it is evident that something 
must be done to curtail expenses and to 
enable the municipalities in some way 
to regulate and centred them. 



THE NEW PROVINCES, 

Provision has been made in the Dom- 
inion Government measure for the for- 
mation of two new provinces. Some of 
the details have already been made pub- 
lic in the report of Sir Wilfrid Limner's 
speech on the subject. Until fuller in- 
formation is received it is impossible to 
discuss quite intelligently the merits of 
•Bhe proposals in each case. It is ap- 
parent, however, that the •terms are very 
much more generous than those granted 
to British Columbia or the other provin- 
ces. For. instance, the maximum popu- 
lation upon which subsidy is to bo re- 
ceived is 800,000 at SO cents per head, 
whereas in British Columbia r.lie limit 
is 400,000. It is true- that the provinces 
do not get the land, but they get a very 
liberal allowance as a compensation, 
•which by a sliding scale may come as 
high as $1,112,500. The Province may

tlie largest, taxpayers In the country. 

On the other hand, we have agents and 
travelers representing outside firms, who 
employ no one, pay no Insurance, have no 
stock to *»"-. pay little or no rent, whose 
taxation Is pinctlcally nil. and by the very 
nature of their business, drain the prov- 
ince, for the goods they sell are the prod- 
in ti, of other provinces, or foreign coun- 
tries. 

Their presence In any community Is dan- 
gerous. Inasmuch with their limited ex- 
pense nnd their freedom from taxation, 
they prevent the inauguration of new Indus- 
tries, ami work great harm on the old 
ones. The products usually sold by these 
agents are those of the lowest wage-pay- 
ing countries, nnd under these conditions 
lc is only right that as they make large 
prcflts and do their business under the 
cheapest conditions, they should contrib- 
ute largely towards the upbuilding of this 
province. 

Our largo wholesale houses and manu- 
facturers welcome the proposals, and the 
workmen of the province wl'l receive a 
Inigo measure of protection by tlie pass- 
11 ire of tills act. It will mean mure work 
for them. It will do something to equalize 
Co conditions brought about by untaxed 
nacnts whose business It Is to scour for- 
< lun countries and cheap and low wage-pay- 
leg communities for goods to dump Into 
cur province, so Mint these same agents 
n ml travelers may reap large profits. As 
they prollt so should they be taxed.

Son ghees' Reserve. — C. H. Lugrin, 
who has taken a prominent part in the 
various attempted settlements of the 
Songhees' reserve dispute, expresses 
himself as follows •.

ed that legislation for this purpose- 
would be necessary," 



A Mining Mishap. — According to a 
special despatch from Nanalmo, at 
Cumberland on Wednesday Alex Mar- 
tini was fatally Injured by the explosion 
of miners' powder cans In a shed at the 
Waverley hotel, caused by a lighted 
lamp falling on the powder. Martini 
died in the evening, and at almost the 
same time of Martini's death another 
miner named Robert McNeill, who lives 
with his family In a miner's cottage, 
went Into the wash bouse to fill his 
powder can.

lU'J columns, and Air. Gibson Howies, 
nearly as talkative, spoke four columns 
less.

Lyttleton 
with 182, Air. Asquith with 125, Mr.

I., who died nt his resi- 
dence lu Victoria road, Kensington, re- 
cently in his ninetieth year. His Majesty 
seal the following telegram to Count 
riettornieli, the German ambassador in 
London; 

"Have just rend In tho newspapers 
that, the famous 'nqunrollis,' (Air. TOd- 
wnni Henry Cornr/nld, is dead. 

".He wits a friend n ml teacher of my 



dear mother. She possessed two ot his 
most famous drawings, among which 1 
grew up, and which' still adorn my 
'apartments, 'The Entry of the Boy 
King' and 'The Iconoclast of Basle.' 

"Kcpresent me nt the funeral, or if 
too late, deposit for me a wreath on 
the grave. Aly mother often spoke of 
him in terms of highest admiration to 
us children. I had no idea that lie was 
still, alive." 

Count Mctterhich, in sending a copy 
of this telegram to 'Dr. Corbould, the 
artist's son, states that the Kaiser's 
wreath ibears the following inscription: 

"To the memory of Air Edward Hen- 
ry Corbould, the teacher and friend of 
my mother, who ever spoke of him in 
terms or high admiration. Some of his 
works were familiar to my early days 
ami still beautify my liome.— Wilhelm, 
I. ili." 

Tlie Press Association learns that a 
few days jyjo a present of u picture 
was sent by King Edward to the Ger- 
man Emperor at Berlin.

The 
passage of bis carriage was inTpeded 
onr night in the Moscow streets by an 
invoslitchik occupied by a foreigner, 
wiui baggage, going lo the station. Tho 
geaerol called out to be allowed to pass, 
but tlie way was blocked; an exchange 
of ejaculations between the occupants 
of the two vehicles followed, and the af- 
lat; was ended by General Trepoff or- 
dering the foreigner to ibe arrested by a 
passing policeman. 

He was taken to the police station, 
where ho proved to be an Englishman. 
He spoke' nothing but bis own language, 
n jd demanded to see the British Consul. 
Hie police officer began to suspect he 
wa.« an important person, and sent for 
Ihe Consul, who was got out of bed 
(it was 1 a. in. I, and came to the police 
station on the summons. The English- 
man turned out to be of high rank and 
position. For Ibis Trepoff received a 
reprimand and had to go and apologize 
to his late prisoner. 

On another occasion General Trepoff 
caused a decrepit-looking old man to bo 
arrested who, in crossing the street, hud 
got in the way of tlie police master's 
carriage. When taken to the police sta- 
tion and asked for his name, ho proved 
to ho a Russian Prince, ox-governor- 
general of an important province, a suite 
councillor, aide-de-camp to'thV iCmnoror 
etc. 

During his resilience in Moscow, (Jen- 
oral Trepoff proved himself thoroughly 
incompetent in every way. He would 
come down with n heavy hand on the 
billiard saloonkeeper who, while author- 
ized lo have two tables, actually had 
three; but as for the good government 
of the town, thai was his hist preoccu- 
pation. 

According to a telegram from Bel- 
grade King Peter has recovered from 
his recent serious illness. The tension 
over the propose! loan and the order 
for quick-tiring guns continues. Tug 
lirst. victim of the struggle is M. Va- 
luktchich, the correspondent of the Xeue 
tFrcio Pressc, who is staled to have in- 
curred the resentment of the govern- 
ment and to have been ordered to leave 
Servia. The expulsion of a correspond- 
ent from Belgrade is m;t a rare or un- 
paralleled event, but M. Valuktclllch is 
no ordinarj person, as till recently ho 
combined his journalistic duties with 
those of director of the press bureau, 
being also an intimate friend and ad- 
viser of King Peter. In the circunv 
stances His Majesty apparently found 
it. impossible to exercise the royal pre- 
rogative of pardon. 

Paris. Feb. 1.— "So Algiers has an- 
nexed France." This is a current re- 
mark made about a new government 
wh'ch has two ministers natives of the 
colony— "the south and a half." Algiers 
has six deputies in parliament out of 
58L 'AL Etienne, who represents Ornn, 
where he was born sixty-one years ago, 
may easily .become prime minister some 
day. He was brought into parliament 
twenty-four years ago by GltmbcttJ, 
and though lie has never been -minister, 
he was sub-secretary for the colonies, 
which was then an equivalent post, in 
1887, when AL Rouvier was prime min- 
ister before. Al. Thompson, who was 
also born at Ornn, is four years younger 
than AL Etienne, but four years longer 
in parliament; and he, too, was one of 
Gnrubetta's m eu. 

This, too, is a noticeable fact in the 
new government— the chief post mil 
three others of the most Important, 

PW ninis'ler and linn nee, minister, 

AL Itouvier; foreign minister, Al. Del- 
eassn; minister of ihe Interior, Al. Eti- 
onno, and minister of marine, AL Tom- 
son, belong to ihe Gambettu crowd 
which gave it.-j first definito Orientation 
to Ibe third republic. 'Phis is one rea- 
son why (be throe former, at least, are 
suspected of luke-wnrmness in tire anti- 
clerical war which made the staple or 
ex-Prime AMidster Combes' police. It 
was G-nmbettn, indeed, who pointed to 
clericalism as the enemy of that repub- 
lic which he desired; but his lust venrs 
brought him lo a policy of "app'ease- 
mient.' This was pushed by his most 
Intimate disciple, Sp.uller to what was 
called "the new spirit," welcoming all 
Frenchmen, even practical Catholics, to 
Ihe republic practically existing,' The 
new spirit has quite evaporated during 
the last few years; but both the Social- 
ist and the extreme Ttadical groups in 
parliament have resolved to Roe the new 
ministry nt. work before giving it the'r 
full confidence, 

AL Etienne, as minister of the ir- 
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terior, is especially an object of sus- 
picion; for tliis reason, probably, the de- 
partment of public worship has been 
transferred to another industry. He has 
persisted up to tlie latest election in 
calling himself a "Uepublieau" pure and 
simple, without, adding the word "Rad- 
ical" and still less "Radical Socialist" 
to his platform. Prime Minister Rou- 
vier remained faithful to the same label 
until the last general election in 1902, 
when he advanced as far us "Radical 
(Republican." I luring the live years from 
KSS7 to ISO'J, when M. Loubet, CM. Itou- 
vier ami SI. ltibot often sat together iu 
the government, now one and jiow the 
other as prime minister, "Republican" 
was the only party designation. _M. 
ltibot still sticks to it, altnough tlie Eng- 
lish press persists in setting him down 
ns a "Nationalist." 

In spite, however, of: this prominence 
of "Js'ou-estremists" in the new cabinet, 
(here 'a another Radical note of the sit- 
uation, M. Jaures, Senator Clemeneeau 
ami the Extreme organs generally, say 
dolefully: "We are going back to 
IRoine." All the same, none of Ihe 
present cabinet, not even M. Etienne. 
once broke with Prime "Minister Combes' 
"bloc"; nil voted with it through thick 
and thin unto the end. Xot one of M. 
'Dounier's "dissidents," not a member 
of the discontented group from the Wal- 
deck-Rousseuu cabinet, has given a port- 
folio. 

Seoul, Feb. 1.— The Crown Princess 
who recently died spent her life ns a 
lone prisoner. She was the wile of n 
half imbecile Prince, who hated domes- 
ticity. 

'Hitherto unnoticed, her name is 'now 
on ever}' one's lips, ns her cotlln is being 
curried up and down tlie streets. It is 
painted red, and decorated with dragon 
bends. The funeral will take place in 
a month or two. She hail no children, 
and she was the last of royal woman- 
kind in the palace. 

There doubtless will be n lively scram- 
ble for the Hermit throne when the Em- 
peror dies, for the incapable Crown 
iPrinee, His Majesty's second son, Bui 
Who, who has been absent for nine 
years, and is nt present in the United 
States. Prince Chun Yong, the eldest 
son ol' the Emperor's elder brother, now 
in Japan, and Queen On's son, Yung 
'Chin Wong, have each their following. 



London, Feb. 1.— The failure of nn 
extraordinary effort to establish commu- 
nication between the living and the dead 
is frankly recorded in the current issue 
of the Journal of the Psychical (Research 
Society.
